Fernandez. Yet most of that group 
gave. their lives to aviation before 
man’s wings had grown so strong.

The first real aviation meet was 
held in France, at Reims. Nobody 
went very far to see that one.

But they did pretty well 
at Retms, so, when the second meet 
was held in Italy, at Brescia, we de 
cided to go and see it. Brescia was 
erowded. We stayed in the same ho- 
tel with Glenn Curtiss and some of 
theother flyers, but arrived so shortly 
before the meet that we were given 
the proprietor’s own room.

Glenn Curtiss 
won the prize for distance flight.- 
Somebody, probably Latham, broke the 
altitude record in a Voisin plane. He 
must have risen almost a thousand 
feet. Glenn Curtiss prophesied that 
the day would come when man would 
fly the ocean. People laughed gently 
at his enthusiasm; but he lived to see 
that day.

That meet at 
Brescia with those rickety, feeble, 
hand-made planes was only only twen- 
ty-one years ago.

U.S. MUSEUM GIVEN 
VOODOO COLLECTION 


Magic Articles From Nigeria 
Are Included. 


Washington.—From the interior of 


Nigeria, original home of the voodvo 
eult,-the National museum has re 
ceived a large collection of native im- 
plements and articles of magic pre- 
sented by C. C. Roberts of Malden, 
Mass., an ofl operator who has built 
up an extensive business in this little 
known country. 

The sectior. of Africa. where native 
culture has reached its highest levels, 
hitherto has been unrepresented in 
American collections. The most con- 
spicuous objects are the frightsome 
wooden masks used by the native ma- 
giclans. These are elaborately carved 
heads of animals and grotesque human 
faces employed in the rain-making and 
fertility rites. All show a highly de- 
veloped artistic ability. They are 
used in the weird metamorphosis cere- 
monies in which men are supposed to 
change themselves into totem animals. 

Brass Work Examples. 

The collection also contains many 
examples of the famous Benin brass 
work. The Hauser negro tribe. it was 
explained, apparently: progressed di- 
rectly from copper to iron without go- 
ing through the bronze era which has 
been common to other civilizations, 
Their extremely artistic fron statuary 
has been one of the wonders of the 
anthropological world. The use of 
brass was Introduced by the Portuguese 
during the early explorations of the 
West African coast. 

Among the objects is a model of a 
safari in brass, with the king being 
carried through a jungle in a ham- 
mock carried by his subjects and with 
a retinue of attendants. Each little 
figure is, modeled to life in brass. 
There are also: brass models of hunt- 
ing scenes. Instead of preserving rec- 
ords of notable events in drawing or 
painting, as did the primitive Euro- 
pean, the Nigerian system Js to model 
it in brass. ca . 

Slave Trade Recalled. _

Africa in slave trade days came from 
this part of the country, although they 
may have heen brought originally from 
somewhere else by the negro slave 
traders.

WOMEN HIDE AGE _ 
TO RETAIN JOBS 


Economical Justification for 
Usual Reticence. 


Washington.—A woman's proverbial 
reticence where age is concerned has 
economic if not ethical justification in 
our modérn industrial system, accord- 
‘ing to officials of the Unitea States 
women's bureau. : 


The woman over twenty-eight who | 


tells her employer the truth about her 
age is likely to find herself out of a 
job, says Miss Mary V. Robinson, di- 
rector of the bureau's division of pub- 
lic information. 

The bureau finds the term, “older 
worker,” is being applied to all wom- 
en employees between the ages of 
twenty-eight and sixty-eight, and that 
it is “fairly typical” for industrial 
concerns to employ only women un- 
der thirty. 

“With the problem of finding work 
becoming more acute for women in 
their thirties, naturally to the womén 
of over forty forced to seek a job the 
situation seems almost hopeless,” Miss 
Robinson said. ‘ 

“Many women in their fifties, de- 
spite years of satisfactory and doyal 
service, are kept through wrong types 
of efficieney methods in constant dread 
of losing their positions; and those 
who have crossed the sixty mark, even 
though still hale, fit and useful, gen- 
erally are regarded as hopelessly be- 
yond the dead line of employment.”

Difference in Floods. 

All these streams overflow their 
banks at intervals but the results are 
strangely different. In the case of the 
Mississippi and the Yangtze, floods are 
national disasters bringing untold suf- 
fering to milliéns, The annual over. 
flow of the Nile with resulting ferti- 
lization of the valley by the deposit 
of silt is the source of the wealth of 
Egypt. The Hwang, or Yellow river, 
from its habit of overflowing Its banks 
and changing its entire course at in- 
tervals is known as the “scourge of 
China.” : 

The Amazon and the Congo lie al- 
most under ‘the ‘Equator, and the oth- 
er ten longést rivers are in the north- 
ern hemisphere. Four flow into the 
Arctic ocean. A reason is not far to 
seek. The greatest land masses are 
in:the northern half of the world, and 
without large land areas long rivers 
are impossible.

Missouri the longest of them all. 
This magnitude of the Mississippi is 
becoming more and more of a menace 
because each flood seems’greater than 
the preceding one. Why this should 
be true has been a problem to some 
laymen; but one of the chief factors 
is plain enough: it is the usually laud- 
able effort of Americans to develop 
and build up their country. 

Aside from the fact that several de 
cades ago there were fewer people liv- 
ing and fewer dollars invested in the 
regions subject to overflow in the low- 
er Mississippi valley, the flood stages 
were actually lower in those days. 
They were lower, to consider one im- 
portant fact, for the very good reason 
that then less watér was fed into the 
Mississippi’s 100,000 tributaries in a 
given space of time. Forests and 
woodlands that do not now exist held 
a large part of the rainfall and fed it 
slowly {nto brooks and creeks and 
rivers. Irregularities in the He of the 
land formed puddles that later evap- 
orated, or sent rills in tortuous paths 
that slowed up the runoff, 

In late years a constantly increasing 
population has been busy changing 
these conditions. Every tree cut, ev- 
ery roof built, every street paved, ev- 
ery drainage ditch dug, and every cul- 
vert constructed in the vast area 
drained by the Mississippi river sys- 
tem has done its bit toward pouring 
rainfall more quickly into the great 
river. a ' 

Not only has man helped to put 
more water into the Mississippi; his 
works have helped to confine it there. 
When De Soto and his followers first 
knew the Mississippi it spread out at 
each flood season over a wide area. 
‘Sometimes in its lower reaches it was 
20, 30, and even 40 miles wide. 

The fact that the flood waters 
spilled away at numerous places into 
swamps and lowlands kept the flood 
crest down in the lower river. In 
1717 three-foot levees protected New 
Orleans. Now they rise 25 feet or 
more above the city. Even as late as 
1882 the highest flood stage at New 
Orleans was 16 feet. In 1922 it was 
above 22 feet. One reason, at least, 
for this, is that more efficient levee 
maintenance for many hundreds of 
miles along the river has herded the 
flood waters past New Orleans as well 
as other lower river points in the reg- 
ular channel. 

Levees Protect Vast Areas. 

More intensive development of the 
lowlands has made this levee system 
necessary. Now some 29,000 square 
miles are dependent on the levees for 
protection. Breaks still occur, and 
when they do they drain off some of 
the flood waters and so relieve in some 
measure the strain on the banks far- 
ther down stream. But it ts not the 
innocuous affair that it was in the 
days of De Soto. Now towns and plan- 
tations, railways and industrial plants 
He in the lowlands, and any “relief” 
that a levee break may occasion to 
down-river points ts at a cost of many 
lives and much valuable property. 


On the whole a considerable quan- 
tity of water finds its way from the 
lower Mississippi through levee breaks 
and bayous. The most important nat- 
ural safety valve is the Atchafalaya 
river or bayou which flows away from 
the Mississippi at the mouth of the 
Red river, and finds its way directly 
to the Gulf of Mexico some 50 miles 
west of New Orleans. In flood times 
this out-flowing stream takes from the 
swollen, Mississippi as much as 350,000 
cubic feet of water each second—an 
amount equal to more than half the 


average flow of the Mississippi. It is. | 


because of such losses as this, coupled 
with the much greater depth of the 
channel in the lower river, that the 

flood stage can be between 50 and 60 
feet at Memphis and Vicksburg. and 
only a little more than 20 at New Or. 
leans, : 

The Mississippf river system ts truly 
a continental feature. draining a mil- 
lion and a quarter of the three million 
odd square miles of the United States. 
Thirty of the 48 states send a greater 
or less contribution of water to this 
great stream. 

‘The main Mississippi river js more 
than 2,500 miles long, while the Mis- 
sissippf-Missouri ts 4,200 miles in 
length—the longest river systém in 
the world. The great scale on whieh 
the Mississippi is built becomes evi- 
dent when one considers the time re- 
quired for floods to pass down. its 
course. About thirty daya are re. 
quired for the surging flood crest to 
pass from the mouth of the. Ohio to 
New Orleans, and from ten days to 
two weeks from Greenville, Miss, to 
New Orleans, ‘
